1977^ directed to the Dallas, Texas and New Orleans, Louisiana 
Field Offices of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) . 
These letters were sent on your behalf by Mr. James H. 

Lesar and requested the FBI files in these offices which 
pertain to the Assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
and Lee Harvey Oswald. The letter to the New Orleans 
Office also requested the FBI files which pertain to Clay 
Shaw, David Ferrie and any other persons or organizations 
who figured in District Attorney Jim Garrison's investigation. 
The requests were made pursuant to the Freedom of Information- 
Privacy Acts (FOIPA) . 

These two Field Offices of the FBI maintain 
a large volume of material which is responsive to your 
requests. We are presently engaged in determining the 
means by which this large volume of material can be handled 
and processed pursuant to the FOIPA.
